One Man Take 
Fatal Plunges 


Six persons, five women and 
aman have “gone out the hard 
way” . over the guard rails 
of Edmonton's igh Level 
bridge. 

Police thumbing through their 
files of 700 violent deaths in the 
city since 1912, about one-quar- 
ter of which were suicides, 
found that the first person to 
take the leap was a woman who 
dropped from the top deck of 
the bridge in May, 1926. In the 
same month a man followed her 
into the river, but from the 


| vehicular deck. 


Since 1926 four others ended 
it a'l with the 137 foot dive, a 
young unmarried girl making 
the plunge last year, missing 
the water and smashing her 
body on the Canadian National 
railway tracks 90 feet below. 

Two women, both young and 
unmarried, made the jump, one 
of them only last year, and 
lived to tell the tale.

It is not an original discovery by any means, 
but the observation indicates the breaking of 
light in a rather unexpected quarter. Un- 
expected because Mr. Stevens is one of the men 
who helped to starve the railways into their 
present emaciated condition and because he has 


no plans for getting them the traffic he now 
admits they require. 
The ex-Minister vaguely suggests doing 


something to induce the central provinces to 
draw their fuel supplies from Alberta and 
the Maritimes, which would of course benefit 
the railways in measure. But the railways can- 
not take back their idle men, and pay their 
capital charges cut of profits thus gained from 
hauling coal, if they hauled every ton burned 
in the Dominion. Coal is only one item in the 
traffic schedule. It isn't because the coal trade 
has slumped that the railways are in trouble. 

Mr. Stevens is propounding a trade and tariff 
policy which is substantially the samt as that 
he helped to put into operation five years and 
four years ago, a policy designed directly to 
prevent the importation of foreign goods, and 
consequently the export of Canadian products. 
While that poiicy holds there is no hope for 
the railways. It is from a revival of export 
and import trade they must get the “more 
traffic” they need. 

Telling us the railways need more traffic 
and at the same time refusing to endorse a trade 
policy which alone can get them the traffic, is 
simply running the argument up a blind lane. 
There is no advantage in correctly locating the 
cause of the railway “problem,” which Mr. 
Stevens does, unless something is to be done 
about it; and Mr. Stevens has nothing to propose 
that could meet the case. 

There is only one party in Canada that 
actively urges trade policies which can revive 
our export and import trade—to handle which 
the railways were Suilt. When those policies 
are again brought into action, and in proportion 
as they win success, the “more traffic” will come 
to the railways and their growing revenues will 
solve their “problem.” Until then the rail- 
ways will continue to produce deficits instead 
of dividends. A starved cow gives no milk,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Herry W. inquires: “Is the 
acidosis of diabetes the same as ordinary 
acidosis?”

In diabetes, these 
partly-burned products tend to accumulate in 
the body and they are of an acid nature, 
they produce that condition referred to as the 
acidosis of diabetes.

On This Date 


On this date in 1918 the Cana- 
dians captured Bourlon Wood, 
one of the most important suc- 
cesses of that eventful autumn. 
Almost a year before, the wood 
had been the theatre of a gallant | 
stand by the Guards, the 2nd, | 
the 47th and 56th Divisions of the | 
British army when they held off 
eight enemy divisions and threw 
the German plans out of kilter 
for a year; but the Germans had 
retained control and had con- | 
verted the wood into a fortress in | 


itself. 
But the Canadians captured it. | 
General Currie’s report of the | 


battle was brief but sufficient: 
“Fully alive to the gravity of the

situation which would be created 
on the flank of the third army by | 
failure to capture and hold Bour- 
lon Wood, the 11th brigade of the 
4th Canadian Division attacked 
from the north side of the wood 


and captured all the high | 
ground.” |

ing were the 102nd. the 54th of 
Kootenay, the 87th Grenadier 
Guards of Montreal and the 75th, 
of Toronto. The cost in life was 


heavy; there were very many 
wounded; there are today all 


over Canada men who remember 
Bourlon Wood and who cherish 
the memory of their comardes 
who lie close and ordered in the 
Canadian cemetery behind Bour- 
lon town. 

Rudyard Kipling has written 
about the manner in which the 
Canadians avenged the Guards 
in a battle in which (as has been 
said by J. F. B. Livesay in “Can- 
ada’s Hundred Days”) there was 
“greater need for, or more suc- 
cessful application of, those spe- 
cial qualities of personal initia- 
tive and resource such as become 
second nature” of Canadians, 
rural and urban alike. Bourlon 
Wood was the key to Cambrai, 
which was taken on October 9 
when the Germans fled, and an- 
other step was taken to their
